MADE BRAVE FIGHT 


Handicapped Wolf Almost Suc­ 


ceeded in Escaping. 


Running on Three Legs and Dragging 
Trap Which Had Been His Undo­ 
ing, Animal Was Killed When 
Almost in Safety. 


"In tho summer of 1S82,” rays a 
westerner, “my parents mover! front 
Iowa to the new county of Hand in 
South Dakota. 
The railway had beer 
completed as far as Pierre, but then 
were few stations, and at Hee Heights, 
where we got off tile train, there was 
only a rough platform made of planks, 
and a box ear in which the agent lived. 
“Tile last of the buffalo had been 
killed or driven off and the pruliie 
was covered with tile skeletons of 
th* .se animals. 
“The county wa* alive with wolves 
and coyotes; they were nearly 
as 
common us domestic animals are now. 
On almost' any morning from one to a 
dozen could be seen from tile door of 
our little ‘claim shanty.* 
“My father bought s it wolf traps 
about the first of December, and 'lur­ 
ing (bat month we caught more than 
forty coyotes within a short distance 
of our home, many of them within a 
few yards of the house. One morning 
we had I he novel experience <>f finding 
a full-grown coyote in one of the 
traps, caught by the tail, 
“Another morning we carne bauk 
and reported th a t the chain had been 
broken and one of the traps was gone. 
The tracks Indicated that something 
larger than a coyote had been taken. 
When father had finished the chorea 
th at morning he mounted Roger, one 
of the two horses that we then owned, 
find. taking tile shotgun and old Shep 
with him, started out on the trail, hc- 
llcving that It would not be bard to 
overtake a wolf carrying a trap. 
“But that wolf, either from Instinct 
or because he feared he would he fol­ 
lowed, made direct for n range of hills 
a mile or so to the south, 
“As soon as they ware near enough 
old Shep took a hand In the chase. 
Shep was a big black shepherd dog 
that had fought many a coyote, but la­ 
wns tvsi wise to risk a battle with the 
flerce-looklng beast that was carrying 
the tra p —for It was ii big white buf­ 
falo wolf, an animal that could kill an 
ordinary dog in a few minutes, 
“The wolf had to run on three legs, 
holding up one of lits front feet and 
carrying the trap. 
Shep would run up 
and 
attack 
him 
from 
behind, 
and 
when th** wolf turm-d i«> give battle 
tin* dog would retreat. 
They kept up 
this running fight for more than a 
mile. 
“The wolf knew that a crisis had 
arrives! ami ran for his life, 
With 
both horse and 
wolf running their 
level best, parallel with each oilier 
and about four or ii\ ** nsls apart, la 
liter fired th** only load In* had from 
his old (single barreled muzzle loading 
shotgun, and the wolf fell, 14 Itll shot 
having passed through his body. The 
race ended J - 1 
as the next snow 
bank, which might have meant safety 
for him, wus reached.”
